Shot Because “She Loved.” 

“T shot him because I loved him, be- 
cause I could not bear that he should 
gu away and leave me.

Mrs. Justiss rode in the ambulance 
to Grady hospital and waited volun- 
tarily for the police to come and ar- 
rest her. She was taken to the police 
station where she is being held on a 
charge of murder without bond. 

In the matron’s ward her hysterical 
weeping started again. One moment 
she would shrink back in the corner: 
and shield her face with her hands. 
“T can see him now, I can Bee his lov- 
ing eyes. DeWitt, DeWitt, I love 
you, I want you back,” she cried out. 
With difficulty, Mrs. John Davis, a 
policewoman, quieted the prisoner. 
Her eyes assumed a fixed stare. For 
whole minutes her face with the di- 
sheveled golden hair would be immobile 
and passive and then suddenly would 
come that question again to which she 
herself supplied the answer: ‘‘Is he 
dea? Yes, he is dead. DeWitt is 
dead, I killed him, but I killed him 
because I loved him.” 

Steps to Tragedy.

While twelve jurymen weivhed his 
life in the balance of justice, Stizall 
waited unmoved through the long te- 
dious hours of Satuvday afternoon. 
The case went to the jury at 11:35 
oclock Saturday muvrning following 
a dramatic plea from Attorney Wil- 
liam Schley Howard for the defense, 
and a vehement demaitd by Solic‘tor 


freneral John A. Boykin that Stigall |

“I beg of you to return a verdict 
of murder,” the solicitor concluded 
his argument. Mrs. Stigall, who has 
faithfully stood by her 
through every hour of trial, dropped 
her head upon her arms and wept.

As Judge Humphrics charged the 
jury on the laws of murder, volun- 
tary manslaughter «and _ justifiable 
homicide, Stizgall watched his face in- 
tently.

Col. William Lawson Peel 
and Charles A. Cook 
Make $1,000 Gift. 


Albert §&. Adame. chairman of the 


citizens’ committee tv complete At- 
lanta’s quota for the Stone Mouniain 
Confederate memor.al, announced 
Saturday that Colone; William Law- 
son Peel and Charles A. Cook nave 
made a “Founders’ roti” subscription 
of General Philip Cook. 

Atlanta’s quota of $250,000 has 
been fractically half raised in vol- 
untary subscriptions, Chairizan 
Adams pointed out, and he said his 
committee would make special] effort 
to obtain subscriptions in advance of 
the active campaign commencing Oc- 
tober 15. 

“We are going to put over this 
campaign in double yuick time with 
a minimum of effort on the part of 
all concerned,” said Chairman Adams 
confidently. “We will give business 
firms an opportunity to send their 
subscriptions in advance, so as to 
conserve their time and the time of 
the workers. . This is the first money- 
raising enterprise in a long. time 
where Atlanta will receive a direct 
return on a very large scale.” 


Voluntary Subscription. 


The subscription of $1,000 in mem- 
ory of General Cook came voluntzer- 
ily, as have practicaily all subscrip- 
tions to date. It was made by Colo- 
nel Peel for himself and daughters, 
and by Charles A. Cook for himself 
and brothers and sisters. General 
Cook was the father of the late Mrs. 
Peel, and the late Philip Cook, the 
father of Charles A. Cook, 

General Cook’s name already has 
been made part of the history of his 
state by Cook county, created in 1918 
and named in bis honor. His name 
will now be preserved for all time 
on a “Founders’ roll” bronze tablet 
in the great memoria: hall to be 
quarried out of Stonc mountain be- 
low the gigantic sculpiured panorama. 

General Cook left an _ illustrious 
name as a soldier and statesman, get- 
ting his first taste cf battle as a 
boy in the Seminole Indian war, and 
carrying with him to tue grave marks 
of three wounds in four years of bard 
fighting for the Confederacy. 

General Cook's grardfather, John 
Cook, fought for American indevend- 
ence in the revolution. His faiher, 
Major Philip Cook, fought in the War 
of 1812 and was afierwards placed 
in charge of a military exploration of 
the Ocmulgee river. [In 1823 he es- 
tablished on that river a military fort 
which became the city of Macon. 


Born in Twiggs. 


General Cook was born in Twiggs 

county on his fathers plantation in 
1817. At 19 years of age, while at- 
tending an academy at Forsyth, he 
ran away to enlist in the Seminole 
Indian war, and wax a member of 
General Scott’s command which 1¢s- 
cued General Gaines {rom an Indian 
massacre. On returning from Florida 
he prepared for law at old Oglethorpe 
university and the University of Vir- 
ginia. 
’ From 1841 to 1861 he practiced at 
Americus and Oglethorpe. At the 
outbreak of the wa: between the 
states he abandoned bis practice and 
family to enlist as a private and was 
mustered into service in the fourth 
Georgia infantry at Augusta. 

By successive prometions he rose 
to the rank of brigadier genera] «nd 
the surrender found him a wounded 
He fought in the 
battles of Malvern Giil, Fredericks- 
burg, Chancellorsville. Winchester, 
Harper’s Ferry, Cedar Creek and Fe- 
tersburg. He was wounded at Mal- 
vern Hill, Chancellorsviile and Peters- 
burg, and captured in ihe last named 
battle. 

After the war he resumed his prne-

2—The league’s handling of the.

Underwood realizes that as condi- |

The safe of the Lyric theater was 
broken open early Wednesday morn- 
ing and approximately $3,500 in cash 
taken. The door to the theater was 
forced to gain access to the safe. 

“Welborn was arrested the fol- 
lowing day, Thursday, when police 
learned that he had flashed a tho- 
sand dollar roll on Wednesday 
night. He was seated in a new and 
expensive automobile at the time of 
the arrest and was unable to explain 
possession of the car to the sgatis- 
faction of police. A search at police

WEN DECISION 


Chicago, September 22.—Two de- 
cisions favoring the Brotherhood of 
Railway clerk were handed down to- 
day by the United States railroad 
labor board. 

In the dispute between the brother- 
hood and the Southern Pacific lines 
in Texas and Louisiana, the road 
contended that as the poll to deter- 
mine representation of the employees 
was incomplete, a majority vote cast 
should not be binding unless it was 


also a myjority of the actual num- 
ber of employees, the board ruled that 
a majority of the lagal votes cast 
should hold. ~ 

Thé board also ordered the ballot 
should be counted under the direct 
supervision of a member of the federal!

ence. 

Interpreting a previous decision on

Declares Market Observer 


- BY C. H. PLATT. 

New York, September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—There has been a decided 
change of front-several times in the 
last week, with speculative sentimest 
switching from one side tu the other. 
At times prices were very weak, 
many stocks going to new lows for 
the year, especially so in the vil 
group, and others to near the lowest 
previous figures. Some of the most 
prominent industrials went into new 
low ground, while other leaders mere 
ly reacted moderately. during these 
periods of weakness. Then came stc- 
iden rallies, some of them quite 
sharp, on which prices advanced in 
an hour or so as much as three or 
four points from the lows for some 
issues. New selling and declines f, 
lowed and then new rallies. As a 
matter of fact the market is 


? 
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in a 
position where the professional ele- 
ment can send it in either direction, 
with limits to the extent of the 
movement but not to its direction by 
outside interests. The public is do- 
ing almost nothing on either side, 
and while no outside buying is fear- 
ed by professionals when they are 
raiding the market, there is support 
found from big interests at the 
lower levels. 

| On the other hand, the public is 
' not selling much either, and so shorts 
find it a little hard to get offerings 
| when they attempt to cover. Senti- 
| ment seems to be in a verv confused 
state. A canvass of the leading trud- 
ing houses reveals one moderateiy 
bullish, another slightly bearish, a 
ew looking for a really big advance 
later in the fall, others looking for 
violent weakness. The majority do

Depends on News. 


This became intensified by the fur- 
ther weakness early this week until] 
it was seen that liquidation was un- 
important at lower levels exceptinz 
in the oil shares and even there the 
short selling at lower levels was ¢n- 
ormous. As matters stand now, che 
general trend will depend almost en- 
tirely on news developments for a 
time, and barring anything definite 
in the news, there is little chance fur 
anything but a trading market fo: 
some time. If the German settle- 
ment should go through, it might well 
produce a short period of strength. 
If there were some really favorable 
developments in domestic business, it 
might also bring about a good »4d- 
vance. On the other hand, steady 
declines in steel unfilled tonnage or- 
ders, a light demand for copper, the 
great disorder in the oil industry 
and other unfavorable developments 
may be so prominent in the news 
soon as to bring about further waves 
of selling and new weakness, The 
majority of opinions from experts on 
the market favor+a trading attitude 
until something positive develops ont 
of these.news factors. The .advice 
of most trading interests is to huy 
any time leading stocks are weak but 
to pass them out on good rallies an. 
accept small profits and particular- 
ly to keep a liquid position so as toa 
be able to buy when good opportuni- 
ties present thefhselves. There see:ns 
to be a general inclination, also, in 
the best advice, to warn egainst. irr 
discriminate short selling. 

Weak Short Interest. 

There is a very weak short interest 
in the market, some of it put out at 
the low of the recent move, and it 
loows as if it will be easily forced to 
cover, as it was in part during the 
last week. On sharp rallies some are 
advising short selling, but even they 
ire warning against doing so if the 
news has a very favorable flavor. Cer- 
tain investigators of market opinion 
lave recently stated that they never 
heard so many separate pieces of dif- 
ferent advices from brokers, and eyen 
some of the people who ought to be 
the closest to the trend of the market 
appear to be uncertain what it will 
be over the next few weeks. On the 
recent declines many people who had 
ween carrying stocks were asked to put 
up additional margin and brokers state 
that the majority did so and show no 
disposition to sell out at present levels 
uniess unable to rais@ more margin. 

This indicates that those who are 
carrying stocks on margin at present 
are mostly in a good position as to 
funds and have not been overtrading. 
In one case, however, it is understood

Money Is Easy.

I have held meet- 
ings in practically every city of con- 
sequence in the United States anc 
have addressed large audiences in Po- 
land, in Germany, in Czecho-Slovakia, 
and other European countries: When 
I go to China, Japan, and Korea, | 
will have practically circled. the globe 
so far as my own efforts are con- 
cerned. 

“I am not opposed to the league 
of nations or the world court. The 
‘impulse back of them is a lofty one, 
and they are steps in the right direc- 
tion. But they do not go to the root 
of the evil, which rests deep in the 
minds of men.

Chancclier To Bedtide. cn 
Total Surrender This 
Week. 


Berlin, September 22.,—: By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Chancellor Strese- 
mann is to decide in the course of 
the next four days whether to strike 
his colors in the Ruhr or urge the 
populace to continue their passive 
resistance to the Franco-Belgian 
forces of occupation. 

The momentous decision. will not 
be reached until the cabinet has cou- 
ferred with the premiers of the fed- 
erated states and those Reichstag 
leaders qualified to speak for the par- 
ties making up the present coaliticn. 

Pending such final deliberations 
the chancellor also will canvass the 
situation with the Reichstag depu- 
ties from the occupied area and with 
officials, industrialists and lacr 
leaders authorized to speak fer te 
population of the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land. 

Upon the outcome of these confer- 
ences, which will begin next Mon- 
day, depends the nature of the gov- 
ernment’s declaration which bo. 
Stresemann will communicate to the 
Reichstag next Wednesday. 

Meanwhile official quarters make 
categorical denial of all rumiors con- 
cerning fresh reparation offers or the 
dispatch of formal notes to France 
and Belgium containing proposals for 
calling off passive resistance. 

At the foreign office it was declarcd 
that a new reparation offer was ir.- 
possible in the present situation, if 
only for the reason that Germany's 
proposal of June 7 is still awaiting 
consideration by the creditor powers. 


SAYS GERMANY 
RIPE FOR REVOLT. 

Moscow, September 22.—(By The 
Associated Press.) — The German 
communist leaders, lieinrich Band- 
ler and Herr Talmeyer, have arrived 
in Moscow and informed the Rus- 
sians that the time for a revolution 
in Germary is ripe. They express 
themselves confident of their ability 
to obtain control within the German 
state but need the help of the inter- 
national proletariat against outside 
capitalistic enemies. 

The German communists are §s0 
certain of their ground, according to 
Herr Bandler’s speech to the execu- 
tive committee of the bolshevik trate 
unions, that many observers here feel 
that the peace of Europe may be suid 
to rest upon the conferences in Mos- 
cow in which the Germans are now 
tnking part. From this viewpoint 
the issue revolves around the ques- 
tion of whether~the Russian co:n- 
munists deem their proletarian state 
sufficiently strong enough to over- 
come the capitalistic forces of che 
world combined against them and 
proletarian Germany. : 

“It cannot be doubted that the 
period is beginning now when thie 
threat of breaking the pence hanyvs 
over the soviet socialist federated re 
publics” says the newspaper Pravda. 

Says “Iron Is Hot.” 

From the report of Herr Bandle:’s 
speech, it seems obvious that the Ger- 
man communists deem the iron hot, 
but the guarded editorial comment of 
the Pravda gives no hint as yet of 
what the actual decissen of the Rus- 
sian communists will he. 

In the recent Anglo-Russian crisis 
Russia moved decisively for pexve, 
but now she is conironted with a biz- 
ger question, involving the fate .f 
the proletariat in a nation which 
Moscow looks upon as nearer than 
any other to emulating the example 
of the Russian revolution, and which 
needs Russia’s help to do it.

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MARSTON WINS NATIONAL AMATEUR GOLF CROWN 


Match With Jess Sweetser 
Is Carried to the 38th Hole 


Before Philadelphian Wins 


Former Champion Weakens During After- 
noon. While Bobby Jones, Conquefor, 
Tightens Up and Plays Superb Golf. 


Flossmoor, Chicago, September 22. 
¢By the Associated Press.)—WNSetting 
a record for long fina! matches in the 
national amateur goif championship 
Max Marston, of Philadelphia, today 
won the title from Jess Sweetser. of 
New York, defending cuampion, on the 
thirty-eighth hole. Steady golf and 
three stymies which we laid the ftor- 
mer champion on the last four holes 
gave him the victory. 

Sweetser did not maintain the fast 
pace he had set previously. Al- 
though he was steady and scored 75 
this morning, he slipped four strokes 
over par on the third nine and let 
Marston get a Jead of two up at the 
twenty-sixth hole after he had kept 
the Philadelphian down or square for 
24 holes. 

During the third nine Sweetser 
dubhed one drive, was not very good 
on a couple of others, popped short 
with ‘two mashies, and shanked a cou- 
ple in addition to missing some likely 
putts and from 2 up at the end of 
the morning round, ve was 2 down 
turning into the stretch. 

Puts Up Good Fight. 

The receding champwn made a geod 
struggle during most of the final n-ne, 
squaring the match at the twenty- 
ninth and even getting one tp at the 
thirty-fourth, but theu the combina- 
tion of unbeatable go:{ and stynves, 
added to slips on the part of Sweet- 
ser allowed Marston 'o win. 


At the thirty-fifth }oth were a tri-| 
fle short in two and Sweetser, rvun-, 


ning up short, found simself not cnly 
playing into the low afternoon sun 
but against the almost impossible 
stymie that Marston laid him ciose 
to the hole. Jess studied the situa-

The Atlanta market is right at the 
door of merchants in the southeastern 
states. This means they can do busi- 
ness with less money invested and 
turn their stocks rapidly, which is 
one of the biggest factors in profit- 
able merchandisine. Fourth—Say- 
ing in freight and express. Shipping 
charges from Atlanta to points in the 
southeastern states wre lower than 
from any other major shiping center. 
The fifth reason and one that will 
be emphasized particularly is that the 
merchants and mannfacturers of At- 
lantan have combined to refund rail- 
road fare. A good many merchants 
and manufacturers have asked how 
this railroad fare refunding plan 
works. 

When a retail merchant comes to 
Atlanta he is expected to register at 
the office of the association and he 
is there given a list of association 
members and any :other information 
he might want to know concerning 
the Atlanta market. After he has 
made his purchases, he either comes 
back to the office of the association 
and reports from whom Le has bought, 
or writes a letter giving us this infor- 
mation after .he bag returned home.

his railroad fare is refunded. On 
purchase of $500 from a merchant 
residing 100 miles away, railroad fare 
one way is paid. 

The amount of railro:d fare is pro- 
raced among the merchants and manu- 
facturers from whom the retail mer- 
chant has usually purchased and it 
never amounts to more than 1 per 
It usually rung less than that.

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The American Woman and Religion 


WANT in this article to show 
something of the way in 
which the modern American 
woman’s passion for religion 
Strikes the European visitor, 


and, if possible, to show also ~ 


something of the inner meaning of 
that passion as of America’s many 
Sects. If 1 were asked to say where 
the genuis of the American woman 
lay, | should say it lay in religion. 
For America has a genius for religion, 
whether one takes Christian Science, 
Theosophy, or the hundred and one 
new sects that spring up in a night. 

In this article | wish to give some 
rein to vision. I want to look at the 
American woman, not only of today, 
but of five hundred years from now. 
When I do that, it comes irresistibly 
to me that America, and especially 
the Pacific coast, is the melting pot 
of the old religions. If such a phrase 
as a “Coming World Religion” had 
any meaning, | would.even be inclined 
to say that it is the new world woman 
who is likely to give to the world 
such a ‘‘Coming World Religion,’ 
and with a new concept of Christian- 
tianity—-perhaps an old concept in a 
new form. 

I suppose that if I were to set 
down some of my conversations with 
members of the Apostolic faith in 
Portland, Ore., those of the Mormon 
faith in Salt Lake city, Unity Chris- 
tians in Los Angeles, Holy Rollers in 
half a dozen western towns, not to 
mention literally two score other 
sects whose names are simply un- 
known to the average American, | 
would scarcely be believed in this 


matter-of-fact day of twentieth cen-. 


tury materialism. 

Wherever I went, from New York 
to Chicago, and from Chicago to the 
coast, I met Christian Scientists— 
some of them women of very noble 
lives and aspiration. I found mem- 
bers of the New Thought sprinkled 
along my route, and I discovered in 
little out of the way places sects of 
perhaps a few dozen to a few hun- 
dred souls, chiefly women, peculiar 
to that place and unknown beyond 
its boundaries. 


T is here that the average European 
makes his mistake about Ameri- 
ca. He assumes, in the manner of 
the superior person, that all these 
‘‘isms’”’ indicate a lack of balance in 
the American mind, that the women 
who belong to these various sects are, 
as he would put it, just ‘‘wild women,”’ 
and that, generally, all the new reli- 
gions are meaningless. To me they 
mean one thing and oné thing only— 
that the American woman (and here 
I deal with the women who are in the 
enormous majority) is vitally inter- 
ested in what I will call ‘‘the Idea of 
God.” 

Europe, skeptical, weary-eyed Eu- 
rope, is fast abandoning all interest 
in God and the things of God. Amer- 
ica, so far, is too young and vital to 
be skeptical. That is a fine, not a 
contemptible thing. 


Here are some strange personal ex- 
periences of the American woman and 
‘ther idea of God.”’ 

In a little town of Indiana, I walked 
into a Salvation Army revival meet- 
ing to sit on a bench with a giant and 
drunken negrc, who refused ‘‘conver- 


sion.” Asked “‘to say a few words’”— 


the congregation not knowing me 
from Adam—I put in a plea for ‘‘for-

bearance” and “tolerance” of other 
sects and other ways of thinking. To 
my surprise, my words won instant 
attention from the Salvationist wom- 
en present, many of whom pressed 
round me at the close to wish me, as 
one of them put it: ““Godspeed with 
my work.”

This feeling of 
the reality of a 
Higher Power I 
found to be in 
many of the 
American relig- 
ious = communi- can newspapers. 
ties the very 
basis of their belief. Sometimes how- 
ever, it took strange and to me unu- 
sual forms.

Going one weekday evening into a 
meeting house in Los Angeles of a 
certain Western sect, I was greeted 
by a text which ran: “The Lord is my 
banker, I shall not fail. He maketh me 
to lie down in gold mines. ...

Entering a vast hall, holding per- 
haps some 3,000 people, I heard com- 
ing to me a howling and a crying that 
reminded me of the wild beasts at the 
Zoo. There upon a low broad bench 
I saw before me women and men, 
chiefly women, writhing on stomach 
and back as they, in the words of the 
young girl who showed me the 

spectacle, ‘‘grap- 
pled with the 
Spirit.”” Some of 
the women seem- 
ed to be in an 
epileptic fit, as 
they foamed at 
the mouth, and 
ever and anon a 
girl would spring 
up to her full 
height and begin 
babbling in some 
unknown tongue. 


One of these 
girls, her eyes 
staring from her 
head, her lips 
livid, began to 
speak fluent 
Danish—a_ ton- 
gue with which I 
am conversant. | 
was assured that 
she was of Eng- 
lish extraction 
and had never 
before spoken 
Danish. As to 
that I cannot say, 
but | was inform- 
ed that women 
Author of “Labor,” jad boon known 
and even Chin- 
ese ‘“‘when the 
Spirit entered 
them,’’ women who did not know a 
word of either tongue in ordinary 
life. 

I only mention thes2 extreme ex- 
amples of ‘‘religiosity” as illustrating 
the danger of hysteria, which is some- 
times the hall-mark of American sec- 
tarianism. But even behind this hys- 
teria there is one outstanding desire 
—the desire I met everywhere among 
the women of America—the desire 
to get “the one true Faith.” 


That is both the weakness and the 


phenomena that is America’s. It 
has strength,' because the fanatic is 
always stronger than the well-bal- 
anced indvidual. It has weakness, 
because, as I have ventured to point 
out as gently as may be to all sorts 
and conditions of American women 
who have asked me, all religions are 
facets of the one eternal truth, just 
as all nations and all individuals are 
facets of the eternal. 


The wife of an ex-American am- 
bassador to one of the great powers 
of Europe.said to me only three 
months ago: “I have searched for 
thé one true faith? Is not a Great 


to speak German ~ 


Teacher soon coming to help and 
judge the world?” 

That last question I have been 
asked the length of the Pacific coast. 
Millions of American women today 
are looking for the advent of a Great 
Teacher, of divine origin, who will 
release the world from its present 
thraldom. | 

In no places did I find this fervent 
belief in the coming of a Teacher so 
strong as on the edges of the great 
deserts of the west. There seems 
to be something in those boundless 
Stretches of sand and sage and sun 
that brings God very near. 

Kansas seemed to me to be one 
of the great religious centers of the 
States from what I had heard from 
people who lived there, for I never 
visited the city myself. I met a cer- 
tain leader of a sect near New York, 
herself hailing from one of the larg- 
est sects in Kansas City, who told me 
without equivocation that with ten 
others she had prayed to the Lord to 
give her a house, for she was very 
poor, and that the Lord had given 
her the house which I saw. . She then 
prayed for furniture with which to fill 
it, and she got the handsome furni- 
ture which I also saw. She prayed for 
a settled income, and, as | found out, 
she had received in a very mirac- 
ulous way indeed a fixed income. All 
her claims I found substantiated by 
independent witnesses; and it is this 
extraordinary faith—however one 
may view it—which is to me the most 
touching thing in the religions that 
are in America. “The American 
woman has a genius for faith.’’ 

Here is a letter from a western 
lady, after hearing one of my lec- 
tures: 

“I have spoken to God about 
you, and He tells me that you 
are on the wrong track. What 
you ought to do is to . . .” 
(Here follows lengthy and rather 
tedious advice as to what | ought 
to think and how I ought to 
think it, and so on and so on.) 


UT the point about this letter is 

the extraordinary confidence and 
even arrogance of my unknown cor- 
respondent (she signed herself with 
an initial only), that she had really 
talked with God and that she alone 
knew what was best for me! That 
extraordinary confidence I met 
throughout America, It is_ both 
touching and a little pitiful. 

‘Here is a letter of quite another 
type from a young Boston girl at a 
school in the middle west: 

“Il read an interview with you 
in a Boston paper in which the 
interviewer said he had never 
met anybody who had had a 
greater sense of the reality of 
God than you. Well, Mr. Des- 
mond, I don’t believe in God. He 
never answers me when I pray 
to Him. My father and mother 
brought me up to go to church 
and to believe in.all the ortho- 
dox things—and they disgusted 
me with religion. . % .” 
The writer went on to explain her 

own personal problems, some of 
them sad enough, and upon her letter 
I have but one comment to make. | 
would rather have a girl say point 
blank she did not believe in a Con- 
scious Power behind all things than 
ne who pretended to believe.

“He works hard, thinks straight and 
enjoys keeping his mouth shut.” 


Thus was the character of the young 
man, Coolidge, destined to be president, 


. aptly summed up by Ernest Hardy in 


1895, when he first introduced Calvin, 
fresh from Amherst, to his future law 
partners, Field & Hammond. 


Professor Henry W. Lawrence, IJr., 
known for his strikingly human and in- 
teresting style in historical writing, pre- 
sents in altogether charming fashion 
here for Constitution readers new side- 
lights and stories of President Coolidge 
as a young man and as an aspiring 
young lawyer. 


IME: September, 1895. 
Place: The law office of 
Hammond. and Field, in 
Northampton, Massachusetts. 
The junior member of the 
firm, Henry P. Field, Esq., 

was seated at his desk, writing. 

Enter two young men; one large, 
especially in circumference, red-faced, 
talkative and jolly; the other slender, 
with little color in his cheeks, silent, 
and of somewhat stern appearance. 
The former, Ernest Hardy by name, 
did most of the talking on this, and 
many another, occasion. 

“Good morning, Mr, Field,’? he said 
briskly. “I want to introduce my 
friend and classmate, Calvin Coolidye. 
He would like to study law in your 
office.” 

Young Mr. Coolidge shook hands 
with the lawyer and proceeded to 
make a little speech. Fortunately, his 
exact words have.been preserved. He 
said, ‘“Good_ morning, Mr. Field.” 


Then, having nothing more to say, 
he said it. So Hardy continued. 


“I’ve known him all through col- 
lege, Mr. Field, and he’s got the stuff 
in him to make a good lawyer. He 
works hard, thinks straight, and -en- 
joys keeping his mouth shut. 
why I like him, and you will, too.” 

“Well, Mr. Coolidge,” said Lawyer 
Field, “I don’t think I can offer you 
much encouragement. This is such a 
busy office that we couldn’t give you 
a great deal of attention; but if you 
want. to come in and take what you 
can get, we'll be glad to have you, on 
Hardy’s recommendation.” 

Thus it was that Calvin Coolidgs 
about three months after his gradu- 
ation from Amherst college, began to 
study law.

Why should this rollicking good fel- 
low have found a congenial spirit in 
the silent and studious Coolidge? The 
explanation is partly to be found in 
clearing up another myth, or, rather, 
an exaggeration. Calvin Coolidge, as 
a collegian, was not inhumanly silent 
and studious, though more so than the

HE senior member of the firm, 
Mr. John C. Hammond, told me 
that he remembered hearing part of 
this oration and, being impressed with 
the speaker’s success in drawing forth 
uproarious laughter and applause from 
his hearers. But he, too, told me that 
this had no bearing on the young 
man’s admission to his law office. 
Clearly, it was the friendship of 
Ernest Hardy, rather than the elo- 
quence of Calvin Coolidge, whic} 


average. His tendency in later life to 
be taciturn has often led the memories 
of his friends to emphasize the inci- 
dents which illustrate this tendency. 

His roommate and fraternity broth- 
er, Judge John P. Deering, told me a 
story which aptly shows how this 
comes about. 

“For the proof of a will the Maine 
law requires,” said Judge Deering, 
“that each of the witnesses thereto 
shall answer several questions about 


the circumstances under which the will 
was signed in his presence, 

“A certain judge of probate had 
just been putting these questions to a 
witness concerning a will made thirty- 
two years before, and in each case had 
received the necessary answer. But 
this witness seemed troubled, and 
finally said, ‘Judge, I answered yes to 
all them questions, but, honestly, | 
can’t remember a blamed thing about 
it. 

‘““Didn’t suppose you could,’ re- 
plied the judge; ‘but, of course, it must 
have happened just as you said.’ ” 

Calvin Coolidge now has the repu- 
tation of being taciturn; hence he was 
doubtless taciturn thirty years ago; 
and the memories of friends join with 
the preconceptions of reporters to 
show that this was true. To offset 
this natural exaggeration, therefore, it 
is proper to mention incidents illustra- 
tive of the lighter side of his college 
life. 

“He found time to go to all the 
baseball games and most of the other 
athletic events,”’ says Judge Deerin§&, 
“and he always subscribed his Share 
toward their support. But he took 
no active part in athletics. This re- 
cent talk about his being one of. the 
leading football strategists has no basis 
in the facts. 

“He was fond of comic opera, and 
we often went over to Northampton 
to enjoy it. 

“He paid about as much attention 
to the girls as the average fellow; 
used to call on some of them in North- 
ampton occasionally. But he didn’t 
talk about them much, and few of his 
classmates knew about these calls. 

‘“‘He did pepper_a fellow with an 
air rifle one day, and heartily enjoyed 
his jump and yell, but he wasn’t what 
you would call a practical joker. But 
when a group came back from a cele- 
bration over. in Northampton and 
rushed into his room after he had 
gone to sleep, he would hop out with- 
out a growl and join heartily in bring- 
ing the party to a worthy climax. 


“FINHE reason why he did not get 

into a fraternity till his senior 
year was not so much his reticence as 
that he came from a country school, 
instead of one of the bigger prepara- 
tory schools, hence was not known at 


the start and had no backing for a fra- 


ternity bid. Also, he probably seemed 
a little green, and he never was or 
would be a self-advertiser. And of 
course he never became an athlete. 

“The prestige that goes with high 
standing in studies he did not attain 
because he was more interested in 
really getting an education than in 
merely learning and reciting lessons; 
so he did a lot of reading that was not 
really required; mostly economics and 
celonial history; also English litera- 
ture, especially Shakespeare. 

“Both Coolidge and 1,” continued 
Judge Deering, “had pretty well made 
up our minds by junior year that we 
wanted to study law.” 

This was no doubt one reason why 
Coolidge and Hardy had interests in 
common, for Hardy is said to have 
been a justice of the peace while an 
undergraduate, and he was later @ 
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Public Official 


member of the law firm of Hardy and 
Irwin, in his native city. Quite likely 


his friendly backing caused Coolidge 


to’ decide to locate in Northampton 
for his law study and practice rather 
than in Portland, Me., which latter 
city he visited several times with 
Deering when trying to decide where 
he would begin work after college. 

Early in the career of Calvin Cool- 
idge as a law student, his employers 
became distinctly aware that he was 
not a self-advertiser, through the in- 
cident of the gold medal awarded him 
for his essay on “The Principles of the 
American Revolution.” This story has 
been told in so many different ways, 
that it seems worth while to give the 
authorized version, in the words of 
one of the parficipants. 

‘About three months after Coolidge 
entered our office,’’ says Judge Field, 
“I was reading the Springfield Repub- 
lican one morning and happened upon 
the notice that the $150 gold medal 
in the inter-collegiate prize essay con- 
test had been awarded to John CG 
Coolidge. 

“Is that you, Calvin?’ 
showing him the paper. 

“He read the item through care- 
fully; then said, ‘Yes,’ 

‘‘ ‘Where is the medal?’ I inquired. 

‘* ‘In my desk,’ was the reply. 


‘* * Let’s see it,’ I said. ‘ 


I asked, 


‘“‘He opened one of the drawers of ~ 


his desk, fished around among various 
objects, and brought forth the unmen- 
tioned trophy. 

‘“ ‘How long have you had _¥it, Cal- 
vin?’ I asked. 

‘* ‘About six weeks,’ he answered. 

‘* “Why didn’t you tell us about it?’ 
[ densanded. 

** ‘1 dunno,’ he said, rather blankly. 

“Have you told your father?’ I 
continued. 

“ ‘No. Would you?’ was the puz- 
zling response. 

“I assured him that I surely would 
have done just that thing about six 
weeks ago, and urged him to do it at 
once. Then I went into my partner’s 
office and told him about it. ‘We've 


Another of President Coolidge’s teachers 
in Plymouth, Miss Ellen Dunbar. It was 
from her teaching that the boy Coolidge 
went to Black River Academy at Ludlow, 
Vt., and thence to St. Johnsbury Academy. 
Miss Dunbar recalls vividly the boy who was

HIS young law student still seem- 

ed to feel, however, that such a 
medal was not for display. A few 
days later he asked Judge Field a pur- 
poseful question. «4 

‘Have you got a box in the bank?” 

The judge replied that he had. 

“Would you mind keeping this 
thing in it for me?” inquired the 
medal winner. 

So the prize medal ment into Judge 
Field’s safe deposit box, and there it 
remained for years. 

“It’s as natural for him to be mod- 
est as it is for other folks to put them- 
selves forward,”’ said the _ politico- 
philosophical shoemaker, James Lu- 
cey, the president’s near friend, as I 
sat on one of the better chairs in his 
basement shop. ‘‘When Mr. Coolidge 
would be in here,’’ he continued, ‘‘he’d 
always sit on that humble tittle stool 
over there, with no back. Them bet- 
ter chairs, like the on® y6u’re sittin’ 
in, he’d leave for fellers like you, that 
thought better of themselves!” 

‘‘He’s a hard man to congratulate,” 
said one of his best friends. “I don’t 
mean formal congratulations. He re- 
ceives those gracefully enough, from 
strangers or acquaintances. But when, 
as an intimate friend, you try to tell 
him what a fine success he has achiev- 
ed, his pained expression seems to 
accuse you of disgustingly bad taste 
for mentioning the matter, and you

wonder how you could have been such 
a fool!” 

Before beginning our glimpses at 
Calvin Coolidge as a public official, 
it will be useful to set down here in 
order the various positions he occu- 
pied from the time of his graduation 
from college until his sudden eleva- 
tion of the presidency of the United 
States:

er member of the firm, was in the city 
board of aldermen, and soon after- 
ward served two terms as mayor. The 
senior member, Hammond, was enter- 
ing politics, and shortly became dis- 
trict attorney. But these lawyers mod- 
estly disclaim credit for initiating their 
young clerk into the mysteries of 
politics. 

‘“‘He didn’t get his politics from us,” 
says Judge Field. ‘‘It’s in his bones.” 


HIS latter statement seems clearly 

true. The former I am inclined 
to receive with a grain of salt, though 
no doubt most of his time during those 
first two years was occupied with law 
books rather than with a study of the 
architecture of the political fence. 
But he seems to have gotten his po- 
litical. wisdom all along.the line, be- 
ginning perhaps away back in the 
Plymouth town meetings, over which 
his father used to preside; continuing 
with increasing interest and under- 
standing under the guidance of his 
astute and genial college chum, Ernest 
Hardy; and, while a law student, ob- 
Serving keenly the ways of North- 
ampton politics inside and outside the 
Hammond and Field office. 


On the main street of Northampton, 


near where the Draper hotel now 
stands, there was, back in the ’90s 
and later, Clark & Parsonos’ drug 
store, a rendezvous for intellectual 
loafers, incipient politicians and other 
such like persons desiring to imbibe 
or to communicate worldly wisdom. 
The center of heat and controversy 
was an old coal stove, placed near 
the back of the store, and around this 
were nightly gatherings of the local 
wise men. Occasionally the young 
law student, Calvin Coolidge, dropped 
in to listen, and it would seem that, 
a little later in his career, he some- 
times ventured to contribute a few 
simple but significant words to the 
weighty discussions. At any rate, one 
of the wise men, a certain Timothy G., 
Spalding, is now said to be of that 
humerous and growing company who 
thus early foresaw presidential honors 
for the quiet Vermonter. 

Whether this young student and 
lawyer learned little or much of the 
science and art of politics in these 
assemblies, the fact that he visited 
them is significant. They were pre- 
cisely the sort of gatherings that de 
lighted the heart and perfected the 
education of Abraham Lincoln, the 
shrewdest politician of his time. The 
knowledge they offered was less of 
books than of men, and to the book- 
learned Coolidge they may well have 
brought valuable human contacts and 
a new insight into the realities of pol- 
itics. 

“He is the shrewdest politician pro- 
duced hereabouts for many a long 
year.”’ 

“He knows the game from the 
ground up, and he never misses a 
trick.”’ 

Such expressions as these, coming 
from men in various parts of Massa- 
chusetts, themselves experienced poli- 
ticians, seem to indicate that “‘luck”’ 
has been considerably overestimated 
in accounting for the rapid rise of Cal- 
vin Coofidge to the presidency of the 
United States. |

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New Dances For the Winter Season 


“):RST it would be well to in- 

'y troduce the dancing public to 

the meaning and purpose of 

the dancing masters’ associa- 

tions, and, to begin with, let 

me impress very strongly 

that both organizations are striving to 

uplift the morals and deportment of 
ballroom dancing. 

It is stated by some of the most in- 
telligent doctors of hygienics and by 
health promoters that, if taught and 
conducted properly and with well- 
ventilated schools, it is the most 
healthful recreation known. 


HE dancing masters’ associations 

conduct a normal school and 
convention each year, creating some- 
thing new to break the monotony 
and something clean and healthful to 
uplift the art. Each member must 
pass a required examination to in- 
sure his or her ability to teach proper 
dancing before he or she is ad- 
mitted and delivered a diploma. It 
would be well for those contemplat- 
ing taking dancing lessons to inquire 
of the teacher what method or asso- 
ciation they are using, and if they be- 
come tongue-tied or stutter it would 
pay to hunt other teachers and ask 
them to demonstrate the dances they 
are teaching, and to demonstrate 
their method of teaching, before con- 
tracting for lessons. 


It is encouraging to realjze the pop- 
ularity of the “old waltz” by both 
organizations, for there are many of 
the younger dancing set who have 
never seen a real waltz. What they 
have seen and danced is the two-step 
or foxtrot waltz. The real waltz is 
the alphabet of all ballroom dancing. 
Other dances will come and go, but 
the old waltz is here to stay and will 
be one of the most popular dances of 
the season. 


Another dance that will appeal to 
those who are looking for something 


with harmony and rhythm is the 
American tango, which has a history. 
It has been the measure of uplifting 
the art more thah any creation since 
the beginning of the world war. 
Maurice, who studied the tango in 
Argentine and brought it to America, 
lost his glory to the Castles, who 
made the dance suitable for the stage 
and screen, but too eccentric for the 
ballroom. He went to Paris, where 
his services are in constant demand. 
After dancing with him from 1911 
until 1916, Miss Florence Campbell, 
of 405 E. 58th street, New York city, 
decided it was her choice of dancing. 
She went to Mexico, Cuba, Chili, Ar- 
genfine, Brazil, Spain and to Paris and 
studied with Maurice for two years. 
After returning to America she creat- 
ed what she calls the American tango, 
a little bit of the tango from each of 
the countries who make it their na- 
tional dance. She feels sure the 
American dance public will appreciate 
her efforts to bring them something 
suitable for the ballroom. 


She demonstrated the dance for the - 


American National and the Interna- 
tional Association Masters of Dancing, 
and found hearty applause. She was 
immediately signed to teach the dance 
for both associations.

On the Long, Long, Trail of Revenge

class coaches from Indo-China to Siam 


and on to Singapore. 


NCE again I set out in pur- 


suit of the poet. 

Although there was no 
steamer leaving immediate- 
ly for Manila, I discovered 
that the Kajang, a blackened 

freighter with accommodations for a 
few passengers, was sailing for Bor- 
neo, whence it was possible that I 
might catch a second steamer to the 
Philippines. : 

Having drawn my savings from 
Kwong’s shop drawer, washed my 
one suit of clothes, re- 
deemed my already much 
redeemed camera, and 
purchased a first-class 
ticket,- I ‘seated myself 
upon the small portion of 
the Kajang’s deck which 
was not littered with der- 
ricks and donkey engines 
and miscellaneous freight, 
and watched Singapore 
fade into the distance 
with its memories of in- 
iquity and general rough- 
house. Once more, for 
the time being, I had be- 
come a respectable gentle- 
man. 

For three days the lit- 
tle steamer lumbered east- 
ward through the China 
sea. 

On the third day Bor- 
neo loomed upon _ the 
horizon. 

Not a habitation nor a 
lighthouse nor another 
ship was to be seen—only 
an unending stretch of white beach be- 
yond the blue water, and behind it a 
tangle of vines or a grove of trees that 
might have been the tropical relatives 
of fir or pine, backed by verdant 
Mountains that rose jnto the fleecy 
clouds. 

There was scarcely a ripple upon 
the sea, and the waves that rolled 
shoreward turned over so gently at the 
beach that they showed not a speck of 
foam. Not a tree moved. Not a 
living creature was to be seen. It 
was difficult to believe, as I sat there 
upon the deck and mopped the perspi- 
ration from my brow, that these for- 
ests were the haunt of rhinoceros, 
Orang-utangs, poisonous reptiles and 
head-hunting savages, or that this is- 
land—the second largest island in the 
world, with 190,000 square miles of 
wilderness more impenetrable and 
dengerous than any wilderness in 
darkest Africa—was any different 
from any other island. 


Still, at each of the nondescript 
ports where we stopped, I watched for 
the head hunters. According to ail 
my conceptions of Borneo, they 
should have swarmed about the ship 
in whote fleets of war canoes, but 
they didn’t. The hodge-podges of tin 
roofs, thatched roofs, shingled roofs 


and tiled roofs bordering the shore 


bungalows and clubs and golf courses 
and cricket grounds and race tracks, 
as Englishmen always do. 

The Dyaks are not the only sav- 
ages in Borneo, but it is the Dyaks of 
whom one hears most and whom one 
expects to see in Borneo, yet to see 
them, one must venture into the in- 
terior.

The Selangor, which picked me up 
in Sandaken, was even smaller than 
the Kajang, but its boards were spot- 
less, its rails gleamed as though the

DID, however see three Dyaks. 
They were young boys, of mag- 
nificent physique, short in height, but 
symmetrically and gracefully devel- 


oped, and absolutely naked save fora 
loin cloth so small and tight that ata 
first glance it was not noticeable. 
Their ear lobes are distended to hold 
black wooden ornaments that resem- 
bled spools; their skin was golden- 
brown; their bodies were tattooed 
from neck to ankle with blue tracings; 
their foreheads appeared to be partial- 
ly shaved, but behind the forehead the 
hair rose in a high black pompadour 
which suggested the mane of a horse. 
They carried themselves with con- 
scious pride—and strode past the Chi- 
nese and Malays with an air of su- 
periority unsurpassed even by that of 
the English. 


When I unslung my camera, they 
paused. It was their native supersti- 
tion, I was later informed, that in tak- 
ing their picture the photographer 
was Stealing their soufs for some dia- 
bolical purpose which they did not un- 


derstand but which they did not wel- 
come. The boys were too. proud, 
however, to run away, and after paus- 
ing a moment in indecision, they 


crew consisted of Dutch housewives 
instead of Chinamen, and rumor sug- 
gested that its skipper would put in 
irons any passenger who dared to de- 
file its decks by dropping a cigarette 
butt. . 

‘The voyage northward through the 
Sulu sea was the most beautiful voy- 
age imaginable. At night the full 


moon, now low upon the horizon, 
traced a wide golden path across the 
water, through which the tiny waves 
crept toward us in a succession of little 
black streaks. By day every white 
cloud in the bluest of skies was re- 
flected in the bluest of seas.

I had planned to point out to my 
English companions the superiority of 
American rule in the Philippines to 
that of the British in Borneo, but this 
information put a slight damper upon 
my intentions. 


Through the moonlight tropic night 
the Selangor steamed northward amid 
another fairyland of atolls. In Bor- 
neo, which was operated by a com- 
pany for profit and not for progress, 
scarcely a lighthouse had graced the 
dangerous coast; here in fhe Philip- 
pines, which was operated by a gov- 
ernment as a philanthropic hobby, a 
light gleamed from every. rock. 

I was entering the Philippines 
through the back door, but it was the 
most attractive entrance, for Zam- 
boanga, where the Selangor dropped 
me the following morning, was the 
garden spot of the entire Archipelago, 
if not the entire Orient. 

I might have spent an enjoyable 20 
or 30 years in such a place as Zams-

N Manila I found no trace of the

Our sieamer’s course led through 
the Inland sea of Japan. It was three

We alighted finally at a Chinese 
hotel, a large hotel modeled after Eu- 
ropean hostelries but owned and op- 
erated by Chinese, 

To escape from the hospitality of 
Chinese friends | had made long 
enough to carry out my prime object 
in hunting the poet, I was forced to 
rise before my hosts and wander off 
by myself.

N the British freighter I journey- 


ed southward.

left; 1 intended to see something of 
the great swarming cities of South 
China while it lasted; then I would re- 
turn to Hongkong, and try to ship 
home as a seaman. 

| was awakened in the morning of 
the fourth day by what sounded like 
an attack.

regular politician,” they say. “He 
was anew type. Most of the regulars 
were skeptical about him at first. 
They thought a man .who was natu- 
rally so silent would surely fail to 
make any impression on the voters. 
Many of them don’t even see yet just 
how he does it, but everybody now 
admits that he is one of the best vote- 
getters in Jpe state.” 


These frank and informed state- 
ments about the political abilities of 
the president of the United States will, 
perhaps, distress some of his enthusi- 
astic admirers who may read this nar- 
rative. There are many persons in 
whose thinking a great and impassable 
gilt is fixed between the words 
“statesman” and “politician.” To 
call a man a successful politician seems 
to them to damn him at once. A 
vote-getter they understand to be one 
who buys votes, with money or other 
improper rewards. On the other 
hand, they regard a statesman as one 
who has always been so far above the 
arena of politics as.to have no first- 
hand knowledge of its wicked ways 
and means. ~ This is the group whose 
careless and superficial reading of his- 
iory allows them to suppose that the 
holders of high poltiical office in the 
past were mostly “‘statesmen,’’ but in 
the present are mostly ‘‘politicians.’’ 


GAINST this crass misunderstand- 

ing of the facts, it can only be 
urged that statesmen do not arrive in 
high office by any such cetestial route, 
and that “An honest politician’s the 
noblest work of God.” - Not only to 
obtajn and retain office, but also to 
perform any useful service therein, it 
is necessary to know. the realities of 
politics; not what ought to be, but 
what is. 

These things are, by universal tes- 
iimony, known to Calvin Coolidge. 
Friend and foe alike regard him as an 
honest politician. 

At least as early as the time of his 
admission to the bar, he seems to 
have begun the practice of politics. 
The republican city committee of 
Northampton rather,naturaly claimed 
the services of this able, interested, 


and. not yet too busy young lawyer, . 


and after a few years he became chair- 
man of that group of local party 
leaders. 

He lived in the second ward, a 
safely republican district, and was 
casily. elected councilman and later 
city solicitor. By appointment he was 
for a little while clerk of courts, 1 
position of fair salary but no future; 
but he wisely declined permanent ten- 
ure in this office. 

It was at about this time that he 
achieved the greatest victory of his 
life and sustained his only recorded 
political defeat. 

The victor was his marriage to 
(Gsrace Goodhue in October, 1905. 

The defeat was inflicted on him in 
the same year by John J. Kennedy, 
democratic candidate for member-at- 
large of the Northampton school com- 
mittee. Whether there was any cas- 
ual relation between victory and de- 
feat in this case I have been unable 
to learn. The vote was, 840 for Cool- 
idge, 934 for Kennedy. 

At the expiration of his term three 
vears later, Kennedy was again a can- 
didate, and this time Coolidge was 
supporting him. A contemporary 
WEwspaper cliping says: “When he 


won last time, he defeated both Cal- 


vin Coolidge and S. D. Drury. Now 
Mr. Coolidge, who ever sinee has been 
spoken of as a possible candidate, 
states most emphatically that he is 
for Mr. Kennedy and favors his in- 
dosement by the republicans.”’ For 
this reason, or for same other, Mr. 
Kennedy, a staunch democrat, voted 
for Mr. Coolidge some years later 
when the latter was republican candi- 
date for the governorship. 


~ The fact last stated suggests a fa- 
vorite means employed by Calvin 
Coolidge for getting votes,* back m 
the days when his record of ability 
and achievement was not yet known, 
er even made. ‘The republican vote 
came to him naturally enough; the 
democratic vote he went after. He 
never hesitated to do a man a favor 
because he was a democrat, nor to 
say to him, at the time of a local elec- 
tion, “1 know you’re a democrat, but 
l’d appreciate your vote.” It is said 
that some part of the gratitude he re- 
cently expressed in the now famous 
letter to his friend, James Lucey, the 
Gothic street shoemaker, is owing to 
the fact that to his influence he cred- 
ited a goodly number of ‘democratic 
votes in many a local election, 


7 E learngd to speak a little lial- 

ian,’ Ms. Lucey informed me, 
“because he thought it would help him 
politically. Not the Italian of Dante, 
you understand, but the kind that’s 
spoken in Northampton. I told him 
he’d better learn *to speak Irish, too, 
but he said too few of the Irish under- 
stood their own language.”’ 


There seems to have been little that 
was extraordinary, on the surface at 
least, in his office-holding during the 
next few years from 1907 to 1914. 
As was natural for an able young re- 
publican politician in Northampton, 
he was elected and re-elected to the 
general court of the state, the mayor- 
ality of the city, and at length to the 
state senate. He did discharge with 
unusual] faithfulness and competence 
the duties of each of these offices, but 
no spectacular innovations won Tis 
support or advertised his name. Then 
“luck,” or Providence, presented to 
him an opportunity, and he was aston- 
ishingly well prepared to use it. 

The president of the senate failed 
of reelection to that body, thus leav- 
ing the presidency vacant. The story 
hds often been told of how Coolidge 
made a flying trip to Boston and 
quickly secured pledges of enough 
votes to make him president of the 
senate. The story has not been told 
of how Coolidge, in the quiet years 
preceding, had earned the right to if 
such an opportunity came. 

Meanwhile the Northampton law 
business had been left to this rising 
politician’s decreasingly -numerous 
spare days and fours. In 1912, it 
seemed necessary to find a partner 
who would look after most of the non- 
political activities of the office. A 
young Amherst graduate of the class 
of 1905, Ralph W. Hemenway, was 
chosen. He found the office equip- 
ment in some respects astonishing. 

“Our telephone was on a party 
line,”’ he told me, ‘‘and I soon learned 
there were no less than six other -par- 
ties on that same line. One, a black- 
smith, was fond of long telephone con- 
versation. . Another, a dressmaker, 
seemed to need the phone whenever 


the blacksmith happened to get off 
the line. Our main chance at it was 
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very early in the morning or toward acter or his record. He gave the duly 


midnight. Yet it apparently satisfied 
Mr. Coolidge before I came.” Which 
suggests that the Coolidge interest in 
law practice was somewhat eclipsed 
by politics. 

There was, however, a very hard 
and fast line drawn between the law 
practice and the politics. As has often 
been stated, the firm of Coolidge and 
Hemenway received absolutely. no 
favors because of its senior member’s 
official positions. On the other hand, 
it granted none to his political friends. 
“I have never made any effort to 
avoid treading on the toes of Mr. 
Coolidge’s supporters,’”’ Mr. Hemen- 
way assured me. | 


HIS law partner, by the way, not- 
withstanding his profound admi- 
ration for the Coolidge character and 
abilities, is an outspoken believer in 
the Coolidge lutk. Shortly after his 
nomination for the vice presidency, 
Mr. Coolidge came into the office and 
said, ‘‘Well, what do you think of it?” 
“Think of it?’’ replied Mr. Hemen- 
way. “Why, | wouldn’t be in Mr. 


‘Harding’s shoes for a million,”’ 


All*but one of President Coolidge’s 
friends are agreed, however, that his 
steady political advance has received 
tremendous help from the flash of in- 
tuition which showed a certain Boston 
merchant that true patriotism required 
him to devote his time, energy and 
fortune to the task of teaching the 
people of these United States that 
Calvin Coolidge was preeminently 
qualified to serve them in the highest 


public office they could intrust him. 


with. - The story of how Frank W. 
Stearns performed his task with faith 
and fortitude has been often told of 
late; so often that I shall omit alto- 
gether that portion of the Coolidge 
career which it covers, excepting only 
that incident which is sometimes al- 
luded to as another astonishing piece 
of Coolidge luck, viz., the Boston po- 
lice strike of 1919, 

Excepting Governor Coolidge him- 
self, perhaps no one had better oppor- 
tunity to know of his conduct in this 
critcial situation than did his private 
secretary, Mr. Henry F. Long. His 
view of the matter he stated to me 
somewhat as follows: 

“There were fifty-two police char- 
ters outstanding at the time of the 
Boston strike. That is, fifty-two other 
groups of police were organized in 
unions throughout the United States, 
presumably ready to strike, too, if that 
method proved successful in Boston. 
And if that procedure was all right for 
the police, the army might well take 
it up next. No doubt about the grav- 
ity of the situation. But. the gover- 
nor has been criticized for-not taking 


control -sooner. _The statute very. 


wisely authorizéd his interference only 
after riot had actually appeared and 
the local authority lost control. When 
that time came he acted promptly and 
decisively. His outstanding contribu- 
tion, however, was that of defining the 
real issue as that of law and order ver- 
sus revolution.” 

No daubt it was lucky for Govegnor 
Coolidge that he had this opportunity 
to state, and meet, this issue. The 
charge.that he dodged it by delaying 
does not square with either his char- 


constituted local authority full oppor- 
tunity to act first, just as*he is now 
doing with Governor Pinchot in Penn- 
sylvania, apparently regardless of po- 
litical advantage. 


To the political advancement of 
Calvin Coolidge the arts.of the orator 
have contributed very little. ‘“‘As a 
stump speaker he has two fatal de- 
fects,” says his former private secre- 
tary. “He has a tendency to talk in 
a monotone, as he refuses to talk 
without saying anything. Upon the 
reader of his speeches, however, he 
makes a powerful impression.”’ There 
is something Lincolnesque about the 
force, clearness and epigrammatic 
brevity of his addresses. 


In both word and deed he has 
shown himself 100 per cent Ameri- 
can, 100 per cent honest, 100 per 
cent shrewd.

Whoever believes that American 
institutions and traditions are adequate 
for present-day emergencies, and 
worthy to be preserved with very lit- 
tle change, will find Calvin Coolidge 
a stout ally.

God does not demand anything more 
than honesty.

One thing America is about to give 
to the world, and that is the woman 
preacher, even the woman priest. Out 
there in San Francisco and in the 
other Pacifiic coast cities, | have met 
women who will be the feeders of 
their particular faiths with women 
preachers. I phophesy that before 


this century is out we shall see in 
American pulpits as many women as 
men. A 

Here is a conversation I had with a 
lady not far from Los Angeles: 


She: Do you believe in women 
preachers? 

* I: Do you? 

She: Of course I do. Men in pul- 
pits and on platforms talk such non- 
Sense nowadays. Some of the best 
speakers and teathers' we have out 
here in the west are women. Some 
day we are going to have women

The Rise of Historical Criticism

—— IBLICAL criticism has its roots 
far back in the past, but we 
are now concerned only 
about its modern develop- 
ment. It is only in modern 
times that higher criticism has 
been a recognized method of 

Biblical study. 

It was at first confined to Genesis, 
but has been gradually applied to all 
parts of the Bible. So extensive has 
it become that it includes a number of 
special fields of study, each with its 
own problems and voluminous litera- 
ture. For example, we have the 
Hexateuch criticism, the Isaiah ques- 
tion, the Synoptic problem, the 
sources of the book of Acts, the criti- 
cism of the Pauline epistles, and of 
the Johannean literature. 

The modern criticism of the Old 
Testament may be said to have begun 
A. D..1680 with Richard Simon, a 
French priest. He called attention to 
the two accounts of creation and the 
two accounts of the flood. Simon 
was violently opposed by Bossuet. 

In 1753, Astruc, another French- 
man, published his ‘‘Conjectures on 
the original memoirs of which it ap- 
pears Moses made use in composing 
the book of Genesis.” 

Astruc, in addition to dividing the 
two naratives of creation, as Simon 
had done, pointed out that each of 
them had a distinguishing mark. The 
name for God in one narrative is 
Elohim, and the name for God in the 
other is Jehovah. 

In 1780, Eichhom, a German He- 
braist, confirmed Astruc’s conclusions 
by another discovery. He showed 
that the difference in the name of the 
Diety was accompanied by several 
other linguistic variations. The pas- 
sages which use Elohim speak of Him 
as ‘‘creating the world,’’ and use the 


term, ‘‘the beasts of the earth,’’ while 
the passages which usually employ 
the name Jehovah speak of Him as 
‘making or forming the world,” and 
use the term, ‘“‘the beasts of the 
field.’”’ 


VINHIS process of historical research 
's first called higher criticism, in 
Eichhorn’s time. 


In 1781, Kant wrote his ‘Critique 
of Pure Reason.’ By his theory of 
knowledge, its conditions and limita- 
tions, he brought consternation into 
the theological camp. The critical 
spirit in the examination of the scrip- 
tures received a tremendous impetus 
from his influence. 


Near the close of the 18th century, 
Herder, by the study of the Bible in 
a historical spirit, lays the foundations 
for changes in interpretation, and for 
the subsequent science of Biblical the- 
ology. He is the first to point out 
the poetical character of the early 
chapter of Genesis: . 

He regarded the book of Job as 
parabolic, and asked the pertinent 
question, ‘“‘If it is beautiful, fit and 
profitable as a poem, why should we 
rack our brains to construe it as his- 
tory?” 

In 1798, Ilgen observed,that in 
those parts of Genesis in which Elo- 
him was used, there were also double 
accounts of the same event, which 
can be distinguished from each other 
by differences of style and vocabu- 
lary. 

ligen is called the discoverer of 
the second Elohist. 

In 1800, Geddes, a Scotchman, dif- 
fered widely from the critics who dis- 
tinguished two or three documents, 
and he came to the conclusion that 
there was a large number of inde- 
pendent sources. 


HIS Fragmentary Hypothesis was 
taken up in Germany by Vater. 


In 1805, Dewette, in his “‘Introduc- 


tion to the Old Testament,’’ demon- 
strated the simplicity of Deuteronomy 
both as regards its doctrines-and style, 
so as to prove beyond doubt a differ- 
ence of date and authorship from 
other parts of the Pentateuch. 


This constitutes a fourth document. 
About the same time, Ewald endeav- 
ors to distinguish the different docu- 
ments from Genesis threugh Joshua. 


An effort to resist the tide of criti- 
cism was made by Heéengstenberg, the 
colossus of orthodoxy. 


In 1835, there appeared Strauss 
‘Life of Jesus,” Baur’s ‘‘Pastoral 
Epistles,”’ and Vatke’s “‘Histcry of the 
Religion of the Old Testament.” 

In 1853, Hupfeld, in ‘“‘Sources of 
Genesis,’ confirmed the conclusions 
of Ilgen as to the two Elohistic docu- 
ments. He shows that one of these 
Stands in close relation with the Jah- 
wist. : 

“By the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury,’’ says George Adam Smith, ‘“‘the 
main lines of the analysis of the Hex- 


ateuch in four principal documents 
were laid down, and all subsequent 
criticism has confirmed and ere 
them.” 


Against this trend stood thre uni- 
versity of Oxford as the citadel of 
orthodoxy, with Gladstone and Pusey 
as the champions. 


As a rule the historical scholar 
states and defends his position with- 
out indulging in personal abuse. But 
the ‘‘conservative” objector’ fails to 
preserve a disposition of serenity. He 
denounces the opposing group as 
dangerous men who are subverting 
the faith, and as-agents of the Prince

of Darkness, who are spreading his 
infernal kingdom among the Sons of 
Men. 


HE conservative position was 

“The precise collection of. sixty- 
six books which made up the Protes- 
tant Bible, and only these were verb- 
ally dictated to their writers by God 
himself, that the writers of the res- 
pective books acted as purely passive 
agents; that the resultant record is 
absolutely inerrant in all respects 


whether as regards scientific fact, his-. 


torical date, or the concerns of ethics 
and religion.” 

The reply of historical scholarship 
is, ‘‘The purpose of the Biblical writ- 
ers was never te produce manuals of 
science of critical histories, but rather 
in the sphere of morals and religion to 
show the very age and body of the 
time, its form and pressure. There 
is not extant a single sentence or word 
or syllable of the original copy of any- 
one of the sixty-six books of the 
Bible. - The translations of the books 
which are in use today are all made 
from handwritten manuscripts of va- 
rying antiquity, the earliest of which 
cover from about the third century 
A. D., and no two of which are in 


complete agreement concerning thes 


text. Nowhere in the Bible is the 
claim advanced that the _ sixty-six 
books which compose the Protestant 
Bible are all inerrant and infallibdle.’’ 


In a recent article by the Rev. Mr. 
King, he was quoted as saying that 
“criticism reveals the harrowing idea 
that the Bible cannot stand the test 
of investigation,’’ when it should have 
read ‘‘criticism removes the harrow- 
ing idea that the Bible cannot stand 
the test of investigation.” —

HE change which had_ taken 

place in this poor lady would 
have moved a heart of stone as she 
met me in the rooms of a certain 
eastern literary society. I scarcely 
knew the happy, contented woman of 
a few years before. And it is be- 
cause of her and of thousands of 
others of her type whom I met in 
America, that I feel it impellent to 
warn the thousands of Amefican 
women who thougitlessly dabble in 
the occult without training and with- 
out goal. Doing so is as foolish as 


would be the conduct of the man who, 
without chemical training, went into 
the nearest laboratory and begun to 


experiment in explosives. Let those 
who feel a special call to the work 
go into the field of physic phenomena, 
and after due training. Men like the 
present Earl of Balfour, who have de- 
voted years of their lives to such in- 
vestigations, know full well and have 
testified to the dangers in dilettanti 
investigation, which is referred to in 
these columns because such investi- 
gation takes often the cover of reli- 
gion. Women throughout America 
told me that these things were to 
them ‘‘a new revelation” and a “re- 
ligion.”’ 

And here there is one broad dif- 


ference in the way that religion makes 
its appeal to the fanatical type of 
American and to the fanatical Eng- 
lishwoman, to take one European ex- 
ample. To the latter, it is usually 
something “‘internal,” something of 
the inner spirit without show and 
even without propaganda. To the 
American it is often, although of 
course not always, something extern- 
al, ‘‘extraverted,”’ something that 
shows itself in violent propoganda. 
That there is something beautiful in 
‘the passion to convert,’’ nobody will 
deny, but, uncontrolled, this passion 
may dominate to destruction. The 
women of America whom I found 
most deeply religious were those who 
were unfanatical. 

Yet, when all is said and done, 
there is a very real attempt by the 
American woman “to apply religion 
to life,’ even though that applica- 
tion may sometimes take crude and 
even, occasionally, repellent forms. 
In Europe, religion has been divorced 
from life, which is the reason that re- 


ligion is dying in Europe. America 
and the American woman, to their 
credit, are trying to make it a. living 
thing, for weekday as well as Sun- 
day. 

That is why I believe that Amer- 
ica is going to be the cradle of a new 
concept of religion—the living con- 
cept from which the. religion in the 
old world has so long been divorced. 


It will be a concept with a minimum 
of dogma, and it will be a concept 
ultimately recognizing that all reli- 
gions are facets of the living eternal 
fact behind life—the fact of a Con- 
scious Power holding the lives of all 
men and women in its hands and 
finding its paths through evolution, 

God bless America and’ the Amer- 
ican woman!

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A Bible Talk 


HE international lessons upon 
which these Bible talks are 
based have presented during 
the last quarter a wonderful 
group of New Testament 
characters—men and women 
—who, while differing in 

their individuality, unite ir? presenting 
and emphasizing the central themes 
of Christianity. 

Peloubet’s Notes suggest that the 
characters can be compared by the 
. use of adjectives which bring out the 
trait mest prominent in each. 

For instance, the adjective ‘‘brave” 
is used to describe John the Baptist, 
“impulsive’’ to describe Peter, ‘‘faith- 
ful’’ to describe Stephen, and ‘‘timid’ 
to describe Mark. 

Another of the suggestions. com- 
pares these characters by naming the 
climax in the life of each—the ac- 
cepting of his call by, Matthehw, the 
annointing of Christ’s feet by Mary 
of Bethany, and Luke’s care of Paul 
in prison. 

As my readers are most of them 
adults and many of them not regular 
members of any Sunday school, | 
feel that | can render a larger service 
by drawing a contrast between these 
characters and other groups of repre- 
Sentative people known to history. 
The field is so large that only a few 
comparisons are possible, and they 
must be made without elaboration. 

Take for instance, the Egyptians. 

The land of the Nile was at one 
time the center of the civilization of 
its day. Its people inhabited a terri- 
tory of wonderful richness and its 
men of science were the leaders of 
their time. Its rulers not only lived 
in luxury but were_so ambitious for 
an earthly immortality that, with the 
conscripted toil of the poor, they built 
themselves the most costly tombs 
that have been reared for the dead. 

The land was adorned with tem- 
ples that exhibited a high degree of 
art and architecture and some of the 
stones used in the construction of 
these temples were so enormous that 
we still wonder how they were trans- 
ported and put in place. 

Upon walls still standing are pic- 
tures that give us an idea of the cruel- 
ties boastfully practised in those days. 
One, for instance, represents a mon- 
arch holding in one hand the twisted 
hair of a number of helpless subjects 
while the other hand, grasping a whip, 
is raised as if he were beating them. 

What influence do the mightiest of 
the Egypiians, whether kings or schol- 
ars, exert upon human history now as 
compared with the humble i: divid- 
uals of whom we have been reading? 


HE men and women whose words 
and deeds we have been studying 
had no stately homes or abundant in- 
comes; with rare exception, they were 
not among the learned of.then dav, 
and were without political influence. 
Nearly all were persecuted and a num- 
ber of them put to death; yet their 
teachings continue to stir the hearts 
of millions, and their lives are still 
mou'ding the lives of Christians today. 
We are even better acquainted 
with Grecian times. 

The students in our scheor ana 
colleges study the poems of Homer, 
the orations of Demosthenes and Aes- 
chines, the wisdom of Socrates, the 
philosophy of Plato and Aristotle, the 
military genius of Miltiades ana The- 
mistocies, the statemanship of Lycur- 
gus, Solon and Pericles, the art of 
Phidias, the annals of Herodotus and 
Xenophon, and the literature of the 
dramatists.

tes have made but little in'press upon 
the current thoughts of our time. 

Plato has his adm‘rcrs scattered 
here and there are societies formed in 
his honor where a few of the more 
learned assemble and discuss his dia- 
logues, but neither his wisdom ner his 
arguments have reached the rank 
and file of any land. 

The blind poet, read in transla- 
tions, charms a selected percentage 
in literary centers, but these are not 
moved to heroic action by whai they 
read. 


ND so with all the others; the 

Greek masters in architecture and 
in sculpture have their followers and 
plays have helped to form the siyle 
of an occasional writer today, but the 
light of all these stars combin2/ in a 
Single ray is as nothing compared 
with the light shed by Peter and P2ul 
and John, by Luke and Matthew and 
Mark. 

The influence exerted by all the 
famous Greeks upon modern life to- 
day is negligible when compared with 
the influence of the New Testament 
characters about whom we have been 
reading—four of them fishermen, one 
of them a tent maker, one a collector 
of customs, one an-ex-slave, and the 
most fortunate and blessed of them 
all, the wife of a carpenter. 

A comparison between these. Bible 
characters and the conspicuous repre- 
sentatives of Roman life and civill- 
zation presents a still more striking 
contrast, for they lived under the 
same government and more nearly at 
the same time. 

Rome was mistress of the world; 
the will of her rulers waylaw over all 
Europe and -their authority extended 
into Asia and Africa. Rome, too, had 
orators, like Cicero and Antony, his- 
torians like Tacitus and Livy, poets 
like Virgil and Horace, warriors like 
Caesar and Scipio, statesmen like 
Augustus and Cato, philosiphers like 
Seneca, and artists also. 

Rome had everything except that 
which Christ gave to the world 
through these New Testament char- 
acters whom we have recently studied. 

The glory of Rome departed; the 
eloquence of Cicero was barely suf- 
ficient to keep the ‘Eternal City” 
from being burned by Cataline and 
his co-conspirators. The legions who 
shook the earth with their tread crum- 
bled and vanished, and the arena in 
which the gladiators fought with sav- 
age beasts has fallen down. Her lan- 
guage, even, is ‘‘dead.”’ 

The beginners in Latin know that 
‘All Gual is divided into three parts,” 
but they do not read that the civili- 
zation that then existed in any of 
those parts vitally influences the life 
of our time. They sing with Virgil of 
‘farms and the man,” but any one of 
a hundred Sunday school, songs are 
better known today, and have touched 
more deeply the springs of human 
conduct. 

The ‘‘truth” about which Pilate in- 
quired—and waited not for an an- 
Sswer—has triumphed over all the 
forces of which Rome was master— 
it echoed and echoed and echoed until 
it drowned out all the resounding 
words embodied in the commands of 
her generals and in the decrees of her 
kings. 


HY? 

Measured by any materialistic 
test, the friends and disciples of Christ 
were a feeble folk. They had not 
the wealth of the rulers of Egypt. 
They had not_the learning of those 
who taught in the groves of Athens. 
They had not the weapons of war

which were used with such relentless 
skill by the emperors of Rome. And 
yet they live in the life of humanity 
and in the thought of society—We 
are working out all of the problems 
of life with the simple-lessons taught 
by the Master and communicated to 
posterity by His followers. 


Carlisle declared that thought was 
more potent than artillery and that 
love must be back of thought to give 
it its power. The characters whose 
lives and words are revealed in the 
New Testament are made immortal 
by thé loving thought which they pro- 
claimed. Christ brought them into 
vital, living contact with the Heavenly 
Father, and they became the con- 
duits through which divine truth found 
an outlet and reached mankind. 


The greatest of these truths was 
that love, not force, is the conquer- 
ing influence among men, as silent in 
its operation as the forces of nature 
and as irresistibe. Like the lightning, 
love can melt any substance, however 
hard—even the heart which can be- 
come harder than any stone; love, 
like the wind, can sweep away all op- 
position and demolish all the barriers 
raised to resist it; love, like water, is 
a cleansing flood; it can do-more—it 
can remove from guilty hands the 
blood spots that all ocean waters can- 
not wash out. 

Love is the great lifting power of 
which Christ is the supreme example 


—‘‘], if | be lifted up from the earth, 


will draw all men unto me’’—and of 
which the disciples and their Comigen 
ions were lesser examp'*s. 

This love that stretches from the 
throne of God to the heart of man 
can reach to the lowest level and re- 
claim the most sinful if only they re- 
pent. It gave to the thief upon the 
cross promise of Paradise; it has lift- 
ed up from the derths of despair souls 
that were thought to be lost; it has 
washed them white and filled them 
with a passion for service. 


The undying influence exerted by 
the heroes and heroines of the New 
Testament is explained by the love 
that filled their heart and gave luster 
to their lives—a love whose lItmits 
are so far flung that even an enemy 
cannot travel beyond ‘its bounds, It 
brought the Saviour from heaven to 
Save men from their sins. 


The highest expression of this love 
is found in the spirit of forgiveness— 
the most distinguished virtue of the 
Christian religion. In the teachings 
of Jesus, as nowhere else, do we find 
forgiveness enjoined as a fundamental 
part of a moral code. } 

While others vainly tried to over- 
come their antagonists with weap- 
ons of violence, Christ’s followers 
disarmed their enemies by forgiving 
them. . ‘‘Father, forgive then, for 
they know not what they do,’”’ spoken 
down from the cross amid the agon- 
ies of the dying hour, wascaught up 
by Stephen the Martyr, and passed 

‘om genera -n to gene. .on.- Pa- 
pini, in his widely read “Life of 
Christ,’’ gives a wonderful analysis of 
this love. 


HARLES JEFFERSON, in his 
book entitled ‘‘Fundamentals,”’ 
pictures the continuous progress of 
Christianity. He describes Christ as 
walking on the shores of the Sea of 
Galilee, gathering about “dim a few 
disciples; then he sees the spirit of 
Christ traveling around the shores of 
the Mediterranean and gathering a 
still larger group of disciples; then 
around the shores of the Atlantic and 
then around the shores of the Pacific, 
until His followers have carried His 
gospel over all seas and into all lands. 
Is it not worth while to be num- 
bered among such a goodly company 
and learn of the Master through 
them? - Is it not worth while to catch 
theh spirit that fed them to treasure, 
even above life itself, the priceless 
truths of which they are ambassadors? 
We may well pray for a double 
portion of their spirit and, having 
caught that spirit, strive that we, like 
they, may be “obedient to the heay- 
enly vision.’

Should It Be Called a 
Drawing Room or 


Living Room? 


a O most Americans the term draw- 
Ten ing room is a formidable one and 
feasess «suggests a rather cheerless, for- 
mal and impersonal place where 
for six months out of the year 
2' the chairs are upholstered with 
hideous ticking cases, where the curtains 
are drawn for fear of allowing the sunshine 
to fade the carpet and where no one goes 
save on formal calls or when a stately and 
pretentious party is in progress. 

In reality of course the word comes from 
~ withdrawing room and it was first used to 
designate the room whither the family and 
guests withdrew after dinner. It was es- 
pecially important in old England where 


dinner was the great and usually only social . 


event of the day. The diners wént into the 
drawing room to enjoy each other’s conver- 
sation and society, to play games of cards, 
to sing, and idle away the evening hours. 
It was there that. guests arriving after din- 
ner were welcomed into the family group, 
there that courting was carried on and that 
politics were discussed. And it was a cheer- 
ful room, usually containing the most com- 
fortable chairs in the house, a cheerful open 
fire and such musical instruments as the 
house afforded. We read in books on life 
in the middle states and the South shortiy 
before the Revolution of such drawing 
rooms when dinner began at two or three 
and lassed several hours. Then the guests 
withdrew to th. drawing room so that the 
servants could clear the table and get the 
dining room ready for supper at seven or 
eight. 

Nowadays, however, most Americans do 
not use the name for any of their rooms us- 
ually unless they have a rather large house. 
if they have but one or two living rooms 
downstairs they usually call one the living 
room, and the other reception room, 
lounge, music room, book room or smoking 
room, as the case may be. The word “par- 
lor’ has gone out completely among up-to- 
Gate folk, just as the stiff, prosaic room 
that bore the name has gone out of our 
scheme of things. Really, drawing room as 
it was once used is a good word, but as 
most persons understand it, is a bit pre- 
tentious and for that reason it is better not 
to use it save where you have a large and 
formal house. To most of us it is used 
most fittingly when applied to such a room 
as the blue drawing room in the white 
house—a formal, stately room used only 
for formal entertainments and not in the 
old sense a drawing room at all. 


I‘ you still have a formal parlor in your 
house—a room dedicated to formal calls, 
daughter’s suitors, card parties, the minis- 
ter when he comes twice a year and the 
hour or so after dinnre when you give what 
you call a dinneg party—don’t forget that 
it should be aired and allowed sunlight as 
well as any other room in your house. | 

if you have only a small house don’t 
waste one whole room in this way. Make 
it into a true living room, one used every 
(ay for the family social hours together. 
it is looked upon as just a little old-fash- 
ioned and bourgeois for persons in moder- 
ate circumstances to keep up the traditions 
of such a room. Daughter’s suitors should 
be received in the family circle when they 
call, if they call in the evening, or with the 
mother of the house if they «all in the 
afternoon and mother happens to be at 
jeisure, 

if you have an upstairs living room be- 
sides, this may suitably be kept for what 
the English call a morning room, 2 room 
where the occupations of the morning take 
place. It properly contains a desk and a 
lounge, easy chairs, sewing tables and bas- 
kets and plenty of sunshine. It is essential- 
ly a room dedicated to the women members 
of the house, just as the lounge, if you 
have a living room called by that name, is a 
room whither the men of your family can 
withdraw to smoke and talk together alone. 

Afternoon tea if you aspire to it is served 
in the living room, or drawing room, or 
wherever you and your guests happen to be 
seated when 4 o'clock comes. _ But it is not 
in good form to have a tea table set up in 
an, living room containing tea cups and 
other accessories. These “are properly

When Etiquette Is Really 
Worth While 
OMETIMES, as was the case in the 
court of Louis XIV of France, eii- 
quette runs away with itself and 
becomes ridiculous. In that court 
it was a breach of etiquette if 
any one but a certain nobleman 
handed the king his royal undershirt when 
he awoke in the morning. Another noble- 
man held his wash basin and another held 
the taper to his prayer book when he went 
through his kingly devotions. 

If we look far enough back in history we 
could find that even these absurd regula- 
tions had their basis in a matter of conven- 
ience. Etiquette is the lubricating oi) #:2t 
makes the wheels of society run smoothly, 
and when royal etiquétte stipulates that a 
dozen or so graybeards, including the prime 
minister, should be present at the birth of 
a king’s son, you may be sure that that rule 
originated so that later no one might sug- 
gest that the heir to the throne was 2 
changeling or an impostor. And the cus- 
tom of etiquette goes on after most fol) 
have forgotten the “why or wherefore’ 
of it. 

In present-day American etiquette a con 
stant weeding-out process is taking place. 
Almost as soon as the need for a certain 
piece of etiquette passes out the etiquetic 
becomes old-fashioned, too. Practically ev- 
ery regulation of our etiquette can be 
traced to convenience or consideration. 
Take, for instance, the matter of table eti- 
quette. The whole idea of our so-called 
table manners is to make meal time a period 
of pleasant intercourse and not a mere fecd- 
ing process. 

If we all ate in private we might have ilic 
manners of pigs and give no one offense. 
But since we usually eat with our friends 
or families we must be very careful. We 
must go about it noiselessly and hence we

. because we would give offense to others if 


we spilled our food and were untidy about 
it we have another set of rules for the man- 
agement of the napkin, our position at the 
table and our mode of masticating. In de- 
termining how to eat the various kinds of 
foods the idea seems to be to find a way by 
which the process can be made [east of- 
fensive. : : 

There is no special etiquette for our way 
of bathing—though there was for poor lit- 
tle Queen Marie Antoinette, who always 
bathed with a group of ladies in waiting 
looking on—because we bathe in private. 
We can hold the soap as we please and 
splash as loudly.as we want without run 
ning the risk of being ill-bred. All society 
asks of us is that we shall be well tubbed 
and we can suit ourselves as to the method 
of securing that result. If we were herinits 
or Robinson Cruesoes we should have ver 
few pages to our books of etiquette. 

So the closer we live together, the more 
careful we should be of our manners. And 
for this reason the city folk who dwéll close 
together have to think more of etiquette 
than country folk. Complicated machinery 
always needs more lubricating off than ma- 
chinery of few parts and so folk who live in 
close contact with one another need the 
most rules of etiquette.

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How to Make a Carry-All Grocery Bag 


Carrying big bundles heme from 
the grocery store is not much fun for 
boys. However, things must be car- 
ried, so here is a carry-all grocery 
bag which will make the job lots 
easier; “ 

This is one carpenter shop job ia 
which mother oak hae to help, for 
there is sewing to be done, The bag, 
as shown in the picture, is of strong 
khaki material, reinforced by strips 
of 1” tape, shown by dotted lines on 
bag pattern. Two pieces are 
sewed together to form the ‘bag. 
Brass eyelets fastened in a hole cut 
through the cloth serve to keep the 


cloth from tearing” and furnish a 
place for the rope handles to be in- 
serted. 

As can be seen, the bag may be 
made in a 16” or a 29” length, de- 
pending on the number of bundles 
to be carried. It will be best to use 
a waterproof khaki, if possible, as 
this’ will allow the bag to be used 
in rainy weather and furnish protec- 
tion to the articles carried in it. 

The bottom is a single piece of 
wood having two casters and one 
leg fastened to it. Two pieces of 
material may be joined together to 
make this bottom piece if it i¢ diffi- 


cult to obtain a one-piece bottom. 
If two pieces are used, brace them 
well from the inside. 

The bag i# fastened to the bottom 
board by largéheaded nails which 
should be used im connection with 
washers, so that the nail heads will 
not.rip the cloth. The casters may 
be either made or bought at a variety 
store. Fait. 


When not in use, the bag may be 
folded up, taking little spacg._. By 
actual test 75 pounds have been ca: 
ried in the affair with only 15 pounds 
of pull on the hand.
